state governors 
and 
congress 
had 
warded

threat to the country’s consti­ 
tutional system by o u s t i n g 
President Joao Goulart. 


Rusk said there was concern 
that the leftist Goulart was 
leading Brazil toward some au­ 
thoritarian form of government 
before his overthrow. 


Rusk echoed and expanded on 


President Johnson's expressions 
of hope for strengthening rela­ 
tions and improving coopera­ 
tion between the two countries 
in the wake of the overthrow of 
the Goulart regime. 


Rusk told newsmen he did 
not think the ouster of Goulart 
was a precedent for other mili­ 
tary coups in Latin America 
which would not keep demo­ 
cratic constitutions in force, as 
he said Brazil did. 


Rusk made clear that U.S. 
recognition 
of 
the 
Brazilian 


government continues—and was 
not interrupted during the re­ 
volt. 


He 
categorically 
denied 
charges in the Cuban press 
that Brazil’s revolution w a s 
prepared and paid for by the 
United States. “There is just 
not one iota of truth in this,” 
the secretary said. 


Johnson Thursday night sent 
a message to the provisional 
president 
of 
Brazil, 
Ranieri 
Mazzilli, 
whom 
he 
extended 
“ warmest good wishes.” It was 


the first U.S. statement on the 
Brazil changeover. 


While the State Department 
has taken no sides in the Bra­ 
zilian political crisis, it is no 
secret that Washington did not 
look with much favor on Goul- 
art’s administration and hoped 
that a new government would 


come along to work more close­ 
ly with the United States. 


The United States had been 
disappointed for some time by 
Goulart’s failure to carry out 
measures to c u r b inflation, 
which caused cancellation of a

RIO DE JANEIRO (UPI) - 
Leaders of Brazil’s trium phant 
three-day revolt which ousted 
President Joao Goulart started 
a purge of leftists in an out of 
government today. They also 
sought to determine the where­ 
abouts of the former president. 


Goulart was last reported to 
have fled Porto Alegre in Rio 
Grande do Sui state late Thurs­ 
day afternoon. At that time he 
was believed headed for Uru­ 
guay and political asylum but 
more than 200 newsmen and 
diplomats waited for him in 
vain. 


Today, a personal friend of 
the ex-president, Joao Alonso 
Montegui, said he was “ sure” 
Goulart was at his 1,000-acre 
Sao Borja ranch on the banks 
of the river Uruguay and close

Dr. Goddard spoke at

sponsored by the Pennsylvania 
Society of Newspaper Editors in 
cooperation with the Pennsyl­ 
vania 
Newspaper 
Publishers’ 
Association. 


Dr. Goddard told the news­ 
paper 
editors 
in 
Harrisburg 
that the county will 
lose 
its 
drive toward the tourist dollars 
as a result of the reduction in 
the county budget of funds for 
the park board. The commis­ 
sioners slashed park funds from 
$211,679 to $165,000. 


Other View 


Previously, Dr Goddard had 


said that Bucks was one of the 
four active counties in Pennsyl­ 
vania in acquiring and develop­ 
ing park land. The other three, 
he said, were Allegheny, Mont­ 
gomery and Beaver. 


Dr. Goddard 
also 
declared 
that acquisition 
of the Stella 
Elkins Tyler estate in Newtown 
Township as a state park is 
one of the m ajor reasons why 


it is essential that the state leg­ 
islature pass implementing acts 
for Project 70, the $70,000,000 
bond issue which was approved 
in last fall’s election. 


Legislation Sidetracked 


Such legislation was included 
in the call for a special session 
of the legislature this year by 
Governor Scranton, but has been 
sidetracked by the fight over 


employment compensation. The 
legislature is now in recess un­ 
til May 4. 


Dr. Goddard feels that it must 
enact the necessary enabling 
provisions when it reconvenes. 
Otherwise the Tyler estate, he 
said last night, will be lost to 
the county as a potential park.
